"(7) Interactive computer service means any information

service system or access software provider that provides or enables

computer access by multiple users to a computer server, including
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specifically a service or system that provides access to the

Internet and such systems operated or services offered by libraries

or educational institutions;"; in line 5 strike " (5)" and insert

"(8)"; in line 8 strike " (6)" and insert " (9)"; in line 12 strike
"(7)" and insert " (10)"; in line 13 strike "and"; after 1line 13
insert the following new subdivision:

"(1ll) Telecommunications service means the offering of

telecommunications for a fee directly to the public, or to such

classes of users as to be effectively available directly to the

public, regardless of the facilities used; and"; and in line 14

strike "(8)" and insert " (12)".
3. On page 4, after line 12, insert the following new
subsection:

"(4) No provider of interactive computer service,

provider of telecommunications service, or cable operator is

subject to a civil action under the Exploited Children’s Civil

Remedy Act.".
